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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

This communication is in response to applicant's communication filed on November 30, 

2005. 

■ Claims 1-24 and 36-53 have been cancelled. 

■ Claims 25, 26 and 28-34 have been amended. 

■ Claims 25-35 remain pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-35 are allowable over the prior art of record . 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendments to the claims have been fully considered. The rejection under 
35 USC 101 as per claims 25 and 28-31 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's terminal disclaimer as per Patent 6,714,828 B2 on 1 1/30/2005 is noted and 
entered into the record. Thus, the Double Patenting rejection as per claims 25-35 has been 
withdrawn. 

The closest prior art of record are US Patents to Cooke et al. (US 6,701,474, hereinafter 
Cooke) and Zizzo (US 6,578,174). 

With regards to independent claims 25, the closest prior art of record when taken either 
individually or in combination fail to teach or suggest: 

-generating at the local computing system a verification package in accordance with the 
information, the verification package including at least one electronic file describing a proposed 
design of a probe card for testing said wafer; electronically determining an acceptability of the 
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proposed design; and transmitting to the remote computing system the acceptability of said 
proposed probe card design. 

Claims 26-35 are dependent upon the above referenced independent claims and therefore 
allowable for the reasons stated above.
